tho hatching season, and as fast as hens 
get broody will set thorn to work, and 
by tbo time tho spring opens ho will 
havo a good supply of chicks ready to 
take advantage of (ho growing season 
and well on toward maturity before tho 
oppressively hilt weather begins. 


All this may seem to be u great deal 


of trouble, and it is. V/o have found it 
just as well to havo nur chicks hatched 
iu April and look to 3-ycar-old hens for 
winter egg.-, not expecting any results 
from tho puUcts until the weather be- 
gins to moderate in the spring.
